Two Years Since She Developed 
Insanity and Was Placed in 
an Asylum. 

ISpoclal to tho COLONIBT.l 

On'AWA, Oct. 12.— Interest atill coutrea 
round the Hooper mystery. Dr. Couaeos, 
of this city, who gave Hooper a oertifioate 
that Mrs, Hooper was insane, in an inter- 
view said, about two years ago Mrs. 
lioopnr was in Ottawa Couvalesoont Homo 
atiireiing from a mild form of insanity, and 
Jlr. Hooper aaUed him if ho would have any 
objection to giving a written opinion of 
what would bo best to do with her under 
tho circumstaQoea, as she could not remain 
any longer at tho institutioD. Dr. Cousens 
cerliQod to tho efloct that restraint for a short 
time under kindly and intelligent influence 
would bo benclioial and might result in a 
perfect cure. There was no doubt at this 
time that Mrs. Hooper was suffering from a 
mild form of insanity, having illuaiona on 
some niatteia, principally roligioua. lo 
body she waa perfectly healthy and usually 
harmless. Dr. Cousens had knowa Mrs. 
Hooper for tivo years, but had not attended 
hor professionally for about three or four 
years before. 

In hia opinion she was always "silly," 
but until the time she went to the asylum 
the malady had never appeared in tho 
same form. She never complained of any 
harshness on the pa^t of her nusband at any 
time. Oa his part there was nothing 
noticeable out of the ordinikry. Dr. Cousens 
explained to Hooper that while he thought 
Mrs. Hooper would be better in aa asylum, 
it would be neoessary to icnd her to Kings- 
ton for the regular papers to be filled in, as 
in no case would an unoffioial order bo of 
any service. From other sources it is learned 
that tho ofEaials at the Convalescent home 
were anxious to have Mrs. Hoopor ronmved, 
for her manner hud suddenly developed to a 
violent lorni and Miss McConnell, now 
dead, then matron of the home, was the vic- 
tim of an attack from the demented woman 
which cuused her to be laid up for eomo 
days. Hoopor was at a losa, oppurently, to 
know what to do, and then it camo about 
that application was made to have hia wife 
admitted to an asylum. 



INDIGNANT DK. PARKER. 

He Speaks His .Mind Freely as to tho Blshoi) 
of London. 

LoNDOK, Oct 12.— Dr. Joseph Parker, of 
the City Temple (Congrogationalist), sur 
prised; a large audience of bis parishioners, 
this evening, by making a hot attack on the 
eatabliahed church. He is nndeistood to 
have been irritated by tho unyielding atti- 
tude of tho recent church congress at Bir- 
mingham, and therefore to have taken his 
first opportunity to avenge the scoro. At 
tho opening of his address, Dr. Parker said 
that tho Right Rev. Frederick Temple, 
Hishop of London, had forbidden Canon 
Jamea W. Leight to attend a tempsranco 
meeting at tho City Temple. '• If any 
Hishop stoop to Buch a coiirao as tliia, 
said Dr. Parker, " there is but one 
party guiltier than he, and that 
tho party submitting to these 
conditions. I do not lieaitato to declare 
here that one of the first spiritual needs of 
London is that such a Bishop as tho Hishop 
of London be expelled from hia Biahoprio." 
Dr. Parker then apoke with nmch keenness 
of the reliitidii butweon churchmen aud non- 
conformidla. No clergyman of^jtbo eatab- 
liahed church, he said, could confer honor 
on non-confornilsts by attending the meet- 
ing. This was a question of Christian spirit 
and not one of privilege or patronage. The 
non-conformists should not allow the idea to 
prevail that they courted the friendship of 
churchmen. They should be hospitable and 
courteous towards the men of the estab- 
lished church, but should never go 
that their ho8[)itaUly and cnurteuy 
bo mistaken for acrvility,

THE STRIKE OVER. 

Sl.vty Thousand EnRllsh Miners Have Ke- 
turncd to Work on the Terms They 
Deniauded. 

London, Oct. 12. — Dispatches havo been 
received here this afternoon reporting the 
resumption of work in many of the coal dis- 
tricts. It is estimated that 60,000 men 
went back to work to-day at the old rate of 
wages. Tho great strike that begun on July 
2S IS now practically over, and it looks as 
though the men had forced the masters to 
agree to their terms. Tho strike grew out 
of the action of tho masters in deciding to 
reduce tho wages twenty-five per cent. The 
men refused to accept any reduction or to 
arbitrate the dispute. They, or at leaat 
about 00,000 of them, go buck to work on 
tho terms they held out for. 



BRAZIL'S REVOLUTION. 

The Situation Unchanged In Bio de Janeiro

have to do. First, you must stop your 
cinnery or we will stop it for you. Mr. 
Farmer, if you haul your cotton to a gin 
you will be sure to lose your cotton and 
your corn orib. Ten cents for cotton must 
oome BB a result of this notice," Campboll 
& Wright and the mayor of the town have 
ordered twenty-five Winoheiters and a large 
snpply of cartridges. The mayor will put 
guairds at the warehouses and at the en- 
taranoes to tho streets leading into tho town. 
There is a general panic among the farmers. 

Bank BnnpenitlonH In Bliode Inland. 

Providence, R.I., Oct. 12.— A great son- 
eation has been created in banking and busi- 
ness circles by the announcement of tho sus- 

Sension of the banking firms of Wilbur, 
ackaoD & Co. and Sheldon Benny. 
These concerns were classed among the 
Btrongeat in New England, the banking 
house of WilLur, Jaokaon & Co. having 
been in existence a score of years, and their 
standing his been excellent. Both houses, 
it is stated, have heavily backed street rail- 
way comp'-nies of Denver. Senator Wilbur 
is president of the Highland road in that 
city, and it is stated, is interested in the 
Denver Street Riilway company. Business 
men display deciib^d uneasiness over tho 
auspension.and predict thai it will seriously 
affeot some leading houses, whose liabilities 
are large.

The United States court will bo 
asked for an order to transfer Sing to tho 
Pacifii; coast. Sing had given buil for his 
appearance in tho United Slates district 
court at Tacnnia, but (ailed to appear when 
called. A bench wurrant was iasuid and he 
was apprehended and arroatod in Chicago 
yesterday. Sing ia charged in the indiol- 
nient with making false ropreaontatidna by 
which the entry of thirty-two Chinese from 
the steamships Kuipnes of China and 
Mogul was secured luat spring. The moo

INDIAN TROUBLE. 

Tho " lili: Feet '' March la Force to i'lue 
Bldge aud Declare Their lutentlou 
to Bemaln. 

CmcAco, Oct. 12. — There is said to be a 
strong pcssibility of another Indian out- 
break in tho Pino Ridge section. Tho Big- 
foot band, which Col. Foraythc seriously 
crippled some time ago, receutly marched 
•too strong, including 1,")0 lighting bucks, 
from tho Standing Ruck agency to Fine 
Ridge, where they declared ihcy would re- 
main, if they had to fight. They said their 
people wore buried there and they wanled to 
make it their home. Capt. Penny im- 
mediately called out his sixty Indian 
police, arming each with forty rounds of 
cartridges, to preserve order, and two 
t rnnps of tho famous Ninth cavalry were 
(lispalched to esonrt the Bi){foot Indians 
b ick to Standing Rock. This may preoipi 
tato trouble. As Pine Ridge is not in this 
military division, nothing is known of any 
Indian trouble here. James F. Ashey, In- 
diuu trader at Pine Ridge, Who is now in 
Chicago, says that he left there a few days 
ago and that there is trouble in the air. 



A DIbCORDANT NOTE. 

Mayor Shanks, of Dublin, Disturbs 
tho Harmony of the World's 
Fair Banquet- 



He Makea a Discourteous Speech aud 
Gets " Called Down " by In- 
dignant Davis. 

CilICACo, Oct. 12. — Dublin's Lord Mayor, 
James Shanks, is a persona non nrata with 
the high governing officials of the Fair to 
day, particularly witb Director-General 
Davis. The trouble was caused by the 
Lord Mayor's ill-advised and discourteous 
speech at tho music hall banquet at an 
early hour this morning. Not half a hun 
drcd of the banqueters remained until that 
time, and moat of them stood in a cluster 
around tho Director-General, who was act- 
ing as toastmaster. Executive Commis- 
sioner Hovey, of Massachusetts, came to 
tho banquet prepared with an interesting 
speech, which he was to deliver in response 
to the toast, " The Executive Commiasion- 
ers oi the United States." Lon^ before it 
Cime to his turn to speak, just before 
the closing address of President Higgin- 
botham, the representative of Massachusetts 
left the banquet hall with a feeling of ill- 
concealed disgust, because of a confusion 
created by the foreign and other guests, and 
their persistent refusal to listen to the 
speeches, so the Director General announced 
that Mr. Hovey's place on the programme 
would be taken by Mayor Shanks, who had 
evidently come primed to make a discordant 
speech, although his mime, as he took pains 
to inform his hosts at tho beginning of his 
speech, was not on tho list. His (irst com- 
plaint was that through an unintentional 
oversight tho name " Ireland" was 
not included in tho toast " Great 
13ritain and her colonics." The 
Director-General felt ofTended v.'hen the 
Lord Mayor also complained that Ire- 
land was not represented at the fair with a 
liuilding of hor own and courts of her own. 
When ho said " The noxt time don't have 
the MeKinley tariff," Col, Davi.s, who ia a 
staunch Republican, stood up, aud his eyes 
flashed with indignation. He said to his 
friends around him: "I will call him down 
for that." When Mayor Shanks sat down 
nobody applauded tho sentiments, and tho 
Director-General quickly arose. In firm 
but polite language ho informed tho Lord 
Mayor that it was no time or place, and it 
ill-became him as a guest, when asked to re- 
spond, for an American oommissioner to 
criticise American statesmen. As to his 
complaint that Ireland was not represented 
as a nation, it was absurd as well 
as discourteous to the exposition oiBcers 
because only nations rocngnized as such by 
tho civilized powers could be represented at 
tho World's Fair. The Lord Mayor looked 
abashed and made no reply.

Hon. Hr. Foster's Tisit ana Its Ob- 
ject—The Qaestlon of Victoria 
FilotrBffe Fees. 



The sevcntlt regular meeting of tho 

present oounoil of ttio Board of Trade was 
hold yesterday morning at the Board rooms, 
there being in attcudauco Mr. A, C. Fluni- 
erfelt, president, and Mesara. B. P. Bithot, 
C. E. Renouf, H. E. Connon, H. F. Heiator- 
man, Thomi.8 E trio, M P., T. B. Hall, D. 
R. Ker, Robert Ward, A. L. Belyea and E. 
G. Prior, M. P. One of tho first muttora of 
business discuaaed was in coneeotiou with 
tho proniieod visit of Hon. George E. Fos- 
ter, minister of finance, Mr. Earle quoting 
from a letter written by Hon. Mr. Foster 
before leaving Ottawa, in which he stated 
that ho would be here about Oatober 25, 
and eug(;e9ted that those interested in tho 
various industries of the city and district 
ftieet him for the.purpose of discussing the 
tariff and other subjects affeoting their sev- 
eral branohca of busiuoaa — these meetings to 
bo in u mtiuuer private and not open to 
preea roprceentutivea. 

After a short discussion, initiated by Mr. 
Earlo'a remarks, tlio followini; resolution 
was introduced by Mr. R. P. Rithet, 
seconded by Mr. T. B. Hall, and adopted 
without diHsunt : 

" That thia Kmvrd do all in its power to 
facilitate tho object of tho Hon. Geo. E. 
Foster's visit by uskiuf; tho members of the 
BorirJ and otliers inlereated in the buainesa 
fthd indu3triea (ineluiling farming) of tlie 
province to meet llni. Air. Poater at; tlio 
Boiird rooms upon the dates which he may 
Rk for such interviews, and that tho rooms 
of tho Board bo placed at the disposal of 
Hon. Mr. Foster during hia stay in this 
city." 

It was also decided to advertiae tho date 
and object of Hon. Mr. Foater'a visit, and 
to urge upon tho ditforeat iuduatriea the 
appointment of delegates conipotent to ex- 
plain their needs and to voice their views. 
The Board rooms will be open for tho con- 
ferences referred to above between 10 a.m.

John Aedmond's Coarse Senonnced as 
patriotic— The Ulster League. 

• DUBUN, Qob. 12. — The Irish National 
Federation held a meetini; last evenini:; 
Michael Davitt, in a speech, said the latest 
development of John Redmond's unpatriotic 
polioy was the attempt to belittle the Home 
Rale cause and organize a movement in tho 
country for tho purpose of thwarting its 
authors. If Redmond's polioy were carried 
out, said Divitt, tho Irish party would soon 
have to face a Tory government and be 
catrancod from the Radical party. Tho 
Iriah, however, would not bo deceived by 
thia thinly disguised treachery to Home 
Rule, and Irelaud'a national repreaontativcs 
would kcop faith with tho industrial demo- 
cracy of Great Britain. A circular of tho 
watch conimitteo of tho Ulster Convention 
League was issued to-night. It says tho 
attituilo of tlie Ulster mcmbcra of Parlia- 
ment is unchanged, and a council of forty 
men of courage and discretion will bo 
elected who -,vill co-operato with tho mem- 
bers nf Pai liament in fornnilating a schomo 
in oppnsitiou to tho Homo Rule movement 
for submission to tho convention.

Nbw Yohe, Got. 12. — Well posted and 
sagacious financiers, whoso operations at 

moat times truthfully forecast the financial 
future, did nothing in tho stock market to- 
day. Moat of tliem have already cleaned 
their decks in view of poasiblo enicrgoncies. 
While they were resting thus, inactive, the 
throng of " plungers" left in complete cim- 
trol, moved prices at their will ; and, for 
obvious reaaona, it waa their choice to drive 
the market upward. In tho more sober 
minded part of the community, there waa 
little discernible but an anxious doubt. 
There is not often less of real significance iu 
a rapidly rising market than there was in 
to-day's. Its story is easily told. No 
buyer of consequence was bold enough 
either to buy or to sell ; coiisKiuently tho 
cheaper speculators bouglit, proposing to 
sell again later. Long before tho cloao of 
buaineas, however, the market had fallen 
into stagnation.

Departure of the Lumber Laden 
Schooner "Bowden"— A Pilot 
Boat iu the Blow. 

Tho trim little schooner Ohio, flying tho 
American flag, was yesterday towed into 
port from tho West Coast by the steam 
schooner Misohiof. Capt. Pettit of tho 
Mischief left here with his vessel about 
thrae weeks ago, and since then baa been 
cruising along the West Const in search of 
smuggling craft. Before leaving here he 
was made a special Customs officer by Col- 
lector Milne, and his miaaion on the Coast 
was to seize any vcaael found carrying on 
illegal trafiio. Thia duty Captain Pettit 
fulfilled. Hearing of tlio Ohio's movements 
ho at OECO gave chase, tracing up every bay 
and inlet on tho coast until ho reached 
Eaperanza inlet on Monday, tho '2nd inat. 
Hero tho culprit wiis fallen in with while 
her captain wua landing a sowing machine. 
Capt. Pettit at once boarded the schooner, 
the master of which aoemed to know what 
the trnublfi was, for he remarked : "I know 
whut you're after.'' Capt. Pettit took charge 
of the vessel and her cargo of flour 
groceries, etc , including tho brand new 
Singer machine which was about to bo 
landed, and soon afterwards started for Vic- 
toria. The Indian crew on board tho vessel 
suve Charlie, wboolaima to be the achoonor'a 
captain and owner, soon disappeared whon 
the Mischief made her appearance. Tho 
schooner formerly belonged to I'airhaven, 
and Charlio aays ho purchased her only a 
few weeks ago with tho intention of regis- 
tering her under the British flag next year, 
when he also expected to report at the 
customs house, as he hoped then to have 
aufTioient money gathered to pay all duty on 
the boat. She ia of about ten tons register, 
schooner rigged, and has a comfortable 
cabin and a roomy freight hold. She ia 
comparatively a new vesaol, having been 
built in Fairhaven but two yeara ago. It ia 
not known yet what the customs authori- 
ties will do with her, biit it is probable she 
will be sold by auction.

Tho St. Catharines Star of Wednesday, 
October -1, contains tlio following: The 
United Slates revenue cutter Perry is com- 
ing down the canal to day bound from Krie, 
Pa., to Puget Sound, around Cape Horn. 
Yesterday afternoon a Star represcntattvs, 
in company with two other knights of the 
quill, boarded the tight little iron-clad at 
Thorold and had tho pleasure of a chut 
with tho courteous and gentlemanly skip- 
per, Capt. Fengar. Tho captain showed 
tho ecriljes througli the vessel, which ia one 
of the prettiest, cleanest and stuunchest 
little crafts that has ever passed through 
the canal. T'ho engines are of 750 horse- 
power, and tho Perry can out through the 
sea at a rate of 12 knots an hour. She car- 
ries modern breech loaders, '.i inch rifles. 
The Perry was built a BuSfalo eight years 
ago, and since that time has been engaged 
in the revenue business on the saltwater 
and on onr inland seas. Capt. Fengar has 
only been In command three years. He has 
under him a capable atafi of sailors. The 
officers are : Capt. Fengar, First Lieuten- 
ant Chayton, Second Lieutenant Emery, 
Third Lieutenant Cochran, Chief Engineer 
Tuppcr, Aaoistant Engineer Littig and a 
crow of forty men.

ONLY HALF AN HOUR. 

The Times very ingenuoualy tolls ita 
readers that tho whole procoediDga of the 
non-repreaentativo Kuniloops convention 
"did not occupy half au hour." In less than 
thirty minutes the eonvention deliberated 
upon and passed ia doe form seven resolU' 
ttona. This gave a fraction more than four 
minutes for eaoh resolution. 

There are quoationa of some moment in 
volved in thoae reaolutious which one would 
expect it would take intelligent and con 
soieotiouB men much more than four minutes 
to consider. 

It is nut surprising that it did not take 
the convention long to decide that the 
policy of Beceeaion, which was the prin 
cipal plank in tho platform of tho 
Constitutional League when it was 
formed, was a blander, and that 
it must be repudiated. Besolatioa nuni 
ber one not being a very dainty dish to 
set before the delegates, no one need wonder 
that it was speedily diaposed of. Crow is 
not pleasant to the taste, neither ia it easy 
of digealion, and if it must be eaten the 
delegatus no doubt thought, the sooner it 
was swallowed the better. 

But it would have been wise to have given 
a little consideration to resolution number 
two, if it were only to see that it corres- 
ponded with resolution number one. if 
time hud been given them, some of tho dole- 
gatea might; have aeen that it was not ex- 
actly conaiatent to invite the co-operation of 
the electors of the Island of Vancouver in 
one resolution and in the very next to sig- 
nify their warm approval of a petition in 
which the determination to aeparato from 
the Island is strongly exprcasod. But it 
is evident that tho delegates did not 
assemble to think and to talk. All that was 
required of them to do was to go through 
the form of confirming what had been pre- 
pared for them. 

It might be supposed that it would re- 
quire more ili.in four minutes to peraimde 
men capsible (if lliinking that the luuiils of 
tho Legislature muat be tied until after the 
next general election. There are a number 
of questions involved in the consideration of 
reeolntion number three, that men who 
wished to be considered something bettor 
than more voting machines would deem it 
absolutely ntciajary to diaousa. If the 
resolution waa to bo looked upon aa mure 
bunkum, that no man in hia aobor nenHoa 
would seriously think of acting upon, and 
intended only to make an impression on ig 
norant and unthinking people, there mifjht 
be someexouso in putting it through in four 
minutes. But, even in that case, aoriio 
prudent delegate might uak if it were not 
too gauzy in ita texture to impoao upon any 
one, however simple ho might bo, who was 
worth humbugging. The people have heard 
of gagging resolutions, and theso, when ap 
plied to deliberative bodies, are had 
enough, suroly, but handoufiiiug resolutions 
have boon hitherto unheard of. It was re 
served for tho Kamloops convention to in 
troduce them to a wondering world. 

It might be thought that even the outline 
of a aoheuB of redistribution for the Fro' 
vinoe would require a littlo more than four 
minutes for its consideration. iCveu 
assuming that the sohcmo wore out and 
dried by the wirepullora of tho Convention, 
aelf-respecting delegates might insist upon 
beiag allowed a little time to think it over. 
Sticb delegates would resent being e'zpeoted 
to nod their consent aa soon aa tho sohcmo 
was presented to them, liut cho Kiiinloopj 
delegates were evidently not of this sort; 
their only desire, it appears, was to get 
through tho work as quiokly as possible. 

It would be quite natural and altogether 



proper for sensible and aonBOientious men 
to hesitate before they gave their approval 
to a resolution which affirmed that the 
members of the Legislative Asaenibly, 
oonstitutionully elected, had no moral right 
to legialato for tho people. Tlio proposi- 
tion is such u strange ouo that a delcgato 
with an inquiring mind might ask 
what, in euoh a case, is a " moral 
right," and he might be moved to iuquiro 
whether any body of men duly elected 
under tho laws of their country over heai- 
tated to exercise tho powers with which 
they were invested on aooount of scruples 
about " moral right ?" He might also ask if 
members so elected were not under a strong 
moral obligation to perform tho functions of 
their oilice to the best of their ability ? It 
is true that tho wire pullers might not find 
it couvenieut to answer those questions 
honestly dr truthfully, or they might not be 
able to do BO. But even making the in- 
quiries necessary under the circumstancea 
would take many more than four minutes. 

The rapidity witli which tho Kamloopa 
Convention did ita work will, no doubt, bo 
considered a very remarkable example of 
the speed with whioh machine work can be 
done when all the conditions are favorable. 
To do 80 muoh work of very much more 
than ordinary ditUoulby in less than half an 
hour, shows to what a pitoh of perfection a 
voting machine can be brought. 



manely. For the same reason the slave 
owner protected the Uvea of his negroes. 
Ue would nob allow them to be injured by 

his neighbora. Ho had laws made to pro- 
tect hia liuman property. Tho consequence 
was, that in the days of slavery, 
very fev negroes were lynched by 
mobs. The slave holders respeoted the 
properly of their neighbora. Bt^sidos, thoy 
know that it they maimed or in any other 
way injured a alave aerioudy they would 
have to pay daniugea to his niuater. 

It is dilToront iu theao days. Tho negro 
is now owner of himself, and white men 
have no pecuniary interoat in protecting 
him from injury. If a negro is maimed, it is 
inipoasiblo for him to get conipensation in 
dollars and couta for tho injury, and if ho is 
killed, there is no one to auo his murderers 
for damages. The law of tho land docs not 
protect him, and there Is no white man who 
for his own interest's sake takes oare to see 
that he is fairly tried before he is punished. 
" The old-time planter," says an American 
editor, " would no more allow you to lynch 
a valuable slave on mere uceusation than he 
would allow you to shoot hia mules, but to- 
day the old-time planter is indifferent, lio- 
causo the ne^ro is no longer his mule ; he ia 
only a man ia whose fate be takes not the 
slightest interest." This is terribly severe. 
Is tho aaroaam just 1 



THE CARIllOO ELKGl'lON: 

TI'.oTiinea is nothing if not untruthful, and 
sometiinea very stupidly ao. When it oaya 
that Mr. Davie, whilst in Cariboo, can- 
vassed in favor of Mr. IVIurphy, and asked 
electors to vote for that gentleman, tho 
Times commits itsolf to such a lligiant de- 
parture from the truth, that every and any 
elector of Cariboo, who mot tho Premier 
upon tho oceaaion of hia recent trip there, 
can be called ae a witneaa to euudemu it. 

Mr. Davie neither canvassed for Mr. 
Murphy, nor did he by word or gesture ex- 
press any preference for any one candidate 
over the other. All were equally pledged 
to support tho Government, and it was a 
matter of perfect unconcern to Mr. Davle, 
aa amongst friends, which of the three Can- 
didates was elected. 

As the Times says, "it is known that 
Mr. Davie asked some of the electors to 
vote for Mr. Murphy," It is now in order 
for the Times to mention the name of one 
elector who was solicited by Mr. Davie to 
vote for Mr. Murphy iu preference to either 
of the other candidates. Names, Mr. 
"Times," names, or else Jet this last pre- 
varication stand as "another lie nailed." 



CHINESE EXCLUSION. 

The Chinese Exclusion Act, better known 
as the Geary Aot^ is abont to be snperseded 
by the McCreary Act. Mr. McCreary is a 

representative from Kentucky, and be is 
Chairman of the Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions. Tho chief feature of the new bill is 
that it extends the time for registration aix 
months after its passage. The now law, it 
ia contended, will give .the Chinese in the 
United States time to register. The sup- 
porters of the Geary law ask, very natur- 
ally, what guarantee ia there that thia new 
law will bo better observed by the Chinese 
than tho ono now on the Statute Book 1 
It may bo that the Chinese, depend- 
ing on their Government to protect 
them, will not observe the new law any 
better than they did the old one. 

It is pretty certain that the Geary law, 
which is now generally diacredited through- 
out tho Union, hua a history which has not 
yet been made public. The United Statea 
Government evidently must have been de- 
terred by something besides the fear of 
ofTending those who regard it as iniquitious 
and unworthy a Christian nation, from put- 
tinc; it in force. The course pursued by tho 
Cleveland Administration with reaped lo 
the Geary law is, to say the least, unusual, 
and ono which it would not have ventured 
to pursue if the law had bsen a popular one. 
Tho secret will, no doubt, leak out before 
long. It ia not known with any degree ol 
certainty wliat is the precise attitude which 
tho Government of China has assumed with 
respect to the Geary law. 



MOB VIOLENCE. 



Tho extraordinary rapidity willi which 
mob law has of late years grown in the 
Southern States was lately commented upon 
by Chief Justice Bleckley of Georgia. He 
hold that ita increasing prevulenoe proves 
the deterioration both aa regards morals and 
humanity of tho white men of tho South, 
It will bo observed that nearly all thu vic- 
tims of mob violence in tho South liavo been 
negroes. If a white man perpetrates a 
serious offence in the Southern States he is 
dealt with by tho law of tho land, and if ho 
escapes its clutches no one appears to bo 
greatly grieved. But if a negro commits a 
crime, or ia Huapeeted of committing a crime, 
a mob is immediately collected and the 
rniscrablo wretch, whether guilty or inno- 
cent, is put to death, and sometimes tortured 
in the most barbarous way. Tho lynchers 
not only escape punishment, but their con- 
duct ia approvo'l by their neighbors and'is 
apologi/.jd for by tho local press. Tho 
jud>;u deuonnces this unhealthy state of 
public opinion and calls for a reform. 

There aro people who aooount for the low 
value sot upon tho life of the negro in tho 
Southern States in u different way. They 
say that before the rebellion tho negroes of 
the .South were tho property of their mas- 
ters. Those maaters seeing in every nogro 
thoy owned, male and female, old aud 
young, so muoh property worth so many 
dollars, were oareful, both of the life and 
the health of their slaves. Those who were 
not brutea treated their sluvea well, that ia 
they gave them enough to cut and did not 
overwork them. They were good to their 
slaves on the same principle that Northern 
farmers are good to their Sprees. Thoy 
find it to their interest to treat them hu- 



OYSTEIi PROTECTION. 

Attention is, wo ace, being paid to oyster 
culture in thoStatoof Washington. Isitnot 
time that something was done towards niiu- 
ing oysters iu British Columbia '.' If oyster 
culture Buoceeds in any part of Waahington, 
it ought to succeed icjually well here. 
Fished us they are, the oyster beds of the 
Province will soon be exhuuated. Tho 
oyatera iu Britiah Columbia ahouid bo pro- 
tected by judieioua regulatioua atriugeuily 
enforced, and the attempt should bo made, 
either by Government or by private enter- 
prise, to introdnoe the Eastern oyster into 
the waiers of the Provinoe. Before this can 
be done, the oyster cultivator should have 
some guaranteo that hia property will bj 
respeoted. Hia oyster bcda ahoulj bo us 
muoh his own as the fields of the farmer are 
his property. This could bo easily ncoom- 
plished if oyster culture became one of the 
industries of the Province. Those inter- 
ested in this subject should keep an eye on 
what is being done in the way of protecting 
and cultivating oyatera in the State of 
Waahington. But why should British 
Columbiana wait, why do they not at once 
take measures to preserve the oysters they 
have, and try the experiment of acolimtitiK- 
ing the Eastern oyster ? 

THB NEW MEMBER. 

The latest returns from Cariboo indicate 
that Mr. Adama hua been elected to succeed 
the late Mr. Nason in the Provincial Legis- 
lature. The choice is a creditable one to 
Cariboo, aud the new member a valuable 
ac(juisitioD to the Legislature. Mr. Adsms 
is a prosperous farmer of the Alexandria 
district, where ho has for some time resided 
and in the practical development of which 
he has assisted in no anioU measure. Ho 
hua ulwaya mauifeated an active and intelli- 
gent interest in tho affuirs of the district 
and the Province, and may be looked to 
with confidence to acquit himself creditably 
in his new sphere of usefulness.

The U. S. House of Representatives 
Discuss the Situation Hetweeu tlie 
Coiiutries Uoucevuecl. 

Speeches by Messrs. Geary aud Mc- 
Creary— Latter Frotests Against 
Summary Kxpnlsiou. 

Washington, Oct. 12.— In tho Houao of 
Bepresentativea Mr. Oathwaite presented 
an order for the consideration of tlie Mo- 
Creary bill to amend tho Geary ExcluBton 
Bob from clay to day until diaposod of. Tlio 
order waa adopted and Mr. McUroary 
opened the debate on tho bill. Ho said it 
effected conciliation between the two groat 
countries concerned. There were 100,000 
Chinese in this country, and if passed it 
would save billions of dollars to tho United 
Statea and at tho samo tinio meet tho wide- 
spread demand for discoutimianco of unde- 
sirable Chineao immigration. Ho reviewed 
tho treaties between China and tho United 
Statea, and tho legialation leading up to the 
passage of the Geary act. Thia bill 
simply gave tho Cliineao in this country 
six niontlia' additional tirjui in which to 
register, they having declined to do ao, on 
the advice of their attoruoys, pending tho 
deciaion of the Supreme court. Tho Chineao 
had able lawyers who advlaod theni not to 
regiater, ub the law would ho declared un- 
conatilutinnol. The fact that but five of 
tho nine justices cf the Supremo court could 
be found of tho opinion that tho Geary law 
was constitutional certainly shows tlint 
these attorntya had good grounds for their 
advice. He said tho Chinese who aoted on 
the advice of their attorneys should have an 
opportunity to register. To transport tho 
S5,000 Cbinament who have nob regis 
tsred would cost the Oovernment, accord 
ing to the estimate of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, $7,000,000. Over 85.000, 
he said, are anxiously waiting for 
Congress to decide their fate, and 
thousands of American missionaries in 
China are waiting with fear and trembling 
lest, if we are precipitous, the Chinese may 
in their wrath retaliate upon them. Mo- 
Creary said in conclusion that the expulsion 
of tho Jowa from Russia or the| Huguenots 
from Franco waa not more barbarous than 
would be our action if wo forced 85,000 
Chinamen to depart because they have been 
misled by their lawyers. 

Mr. Geary, who wfta .^ranted leave to 
proceed without limit, began with an in- 
dignant denial of the reflectiona made upon 
the Pacific coast people in thoir war upon 
the Chinese. The Moors were not expelled, 
the Jews were not driven out, tho Huruo' 
note were not forced from their homea bo 
cause they refused to obey the laws of the 
country in which they resided. 

The Chairman of the Foreign AiTairs com 
mittee was not more humane than he, not 
more Christian than he. • " While I do not 
believe Chinese are entitled to any new 
rights," said he, " if I believed this bill 
would give us a settlement of this question, 
give us an opportunity to regulate their stay 
hero and prevent more from coming, I would 
vote for it. I am ogaiuat it becausa I be- 
lieve it only temporizes with tho situation. 
We will oiler amendments which wo believe 
would make tho bill effective. If they are 
rejected we will vote againat it." Ho went 
on to apeak of the adverse criticism of a bill 
that bore his namo. He spoko of tho reao- 
lutiona adopted by different religious bodies, 
all, atrango to say, in the samo phraseology, 
demanding immediate repeal of the Geary 
law. "What ri.^ht," he asked, " had any 
church to ask Coi.gresa to do anything' 
He had supposed ilio lino between church 
and state was sharply drawn in this 
country. He did not deny tho sacred right 
of petition, but churchmen must petition aa 
individuals and not invoice tho iiJlucnce of 
tho church. Ever since 188'J, when the 
United States deolared its hostility to 
Chinese, there never was an hour -"hen by 
fraud and duplicity Chinese were not trying 
at all the borders of the United States to 
break into this country. China, knowing 
thio, coald have stopped violation of .the 
law, but China remained silent. There is 
no room for sympathy for China. She has 
never neglected an opportunity to defraud 
the United States. The surplus earnings of 
tho Chinese, which they had carried biok 
to China, amount to the enormous sum of 
5r)00,000,0()0. Do you wonder why wo do 
not like tho Chinese in C',ilifnrnia? If in 
anyone of your l^istcrn st:ite3 1(10,0110 
laborers were sapping from your wealth 
550,000 a day in surplus earninga, would 
you not want to get riil of them ? They are 
an army of leecliea, not laboreis." 

"Haven't they given value received?' 
asked Mr. liaker of New Hampshire. 

Mr. Geary said he believed now in pro- 
tecrluiz tu° American laborer against the 
paup r laborer ?s well as the product of 
paupor labor. 

" Why ''on't you extend tin? limit," 
askOa .Mr. B.iker, "so aa to include other 
foreignors bcsiiles Chinese? " 

" I hiivo a bill in this House now," re- 
plied Mr. Geary, '* to prevent immigration. 
Will you vote for it, as I will ? " 

Mr. Uaker— I believe in revising our 
treaties first. 

Mr. Geary (contemptuouHly)— Sninr peo- 
ple seem to bulievo wu have not oui' 
growth yet ; that before Icgifilatiiig we must 
consult the wishes of foreign countries. 
(Applause ) 

Mr. Kikcr — We are nob too old to be 
honest. 

Proceeding, Mr. ( loary insisted that a 
photograph afforded tho only sure moans of 
identification. He denied that it would re- 
quire $'7,000,000 to enforce the Geary law. 
If the officers of the administration had 
done their duty on May 5 the present con- 
dition would not have been presented and 
there would be no oooosion for Rxtenaion. 

In reply to a question by Mr. .McUreary 
as to whether the S'25,000 appropriated 
would have been aullioient, Air. Geary de- 
clared tho (Chinese would take no risk of be- 
ing Bent back to China. Rather than do 
that they would voluntarily have left our 
border. Tlio 5:i5,<)00, hy demon.strating our 
intention to onforoo tho law, would nave 
been as effective as S-Ti.OOO.OOD. (.'Vp- 
plauao.) Ho denounecd tlio udmini.stratimi 
for violation of party fjitli and the parly 
platform, and although ho loved his party 
it waa his duty to condemn the Democrat'o 
oflicers who bad betrayeil Ihcdr trust. If 
they had violated tho law they must go 
down. Ho bad no fault to lind with tho 
Treasury Department, but tho action of I bo 
Attorney-General in defying tho law could 
not bo defended. It had been mailo the 
duty of Democrata to demninco and con- 
demn him. Ho called attention to u 
' statement in the morning jiapera to the 
effect that tho Chinese Minister had ac- 
cepted tho McCreary bill aa satisfactory. 
"What a spuotttcle we present," ho said, 
"Could wo not modify any laws bearing on 
foreign people, trafiie, for instance, without 
socuriug the consent of foreign ministers." 
He intimated that the Cbineso Minister 
had had a hand "iu the -preparation of the 



Everett bill, of which tho McCrcary bill 
waa a niodificatinu. 

Mr. Geary then proposed amendments 
which he auid would porfoot tho bill — 
namely, u photographiuft clause and defini- 
tion of tho term " Chinese laborer." 

Mr. (ieary closed with an eloquent plea 
to the Democratic party to do the Pacific 
coast justice. " Over 95 per cent, of the 
Chineao." eaid ho, " live west of tho Rock- 
iea. Not u D.'nioorat at either end of tho 
oapitol is unpledged to tho doctrine of local 
self-government. Give us local solf-govorn- 
ment. When you from tho South came up 
battling for white supremacy we joined 
with you. Do not let it bo said now that a 
Democratic oongroaa has striokon us down 
when wo who roongnizod the justice of your 
contention asked you to free us from the ac- 
cursed bane of the yellow slave." (Tre- 
mendous opplauso.)

Au Oratorical Figrbt to a Finish— 
Coutiuuoiis Debate of Forty Eight 
Hoars Expectedr 



W.vsiuscTON' CiTV, Got. I'J. — The uaual 
methods by which oontrovoraiea over legia- 
lation are settled have failed to carry, and 
tho world IB now watching tho decision of 
the great financial question by a teat of 
physical endurance. This peculiar condition 
ia a neceaaity under tho rules by which tho 
Senate operates. AU day yesterday there 
were evidences of preparation for tho fight. 
A few Senators were in the chamber, but a 
glanco into the cloak rooms and a peep into 
tho committee rooms showed many of them 
sleeping, liimnanding their strength for tho 
siege. Tho foreca on both aides were di- 
vided so aH to give each other relief by tak- 
ing up defense of their position in turn. 
Tlio employes of tho Senate likewiao separ- 
litod into relays in anticipation of continu- 
ous work. Tho address of every Senator 
waa carefully revised up to date, and tho 
Sergeant-at-Arms had compiled u mass of 
interesting information as to tho usual 
haunts of Senators in order that those who 
drifted away might bo tracked to thoir 
lairs. lu the committee rooma eouchoa and 
blankets were prepared and everything pos- 
sible done to make comfortable the aituution 
in which the Senators found themselvea. 

Aa tho hour of 6 o'clock approached, at 
which time it waa known that tho signal 
guns for tho beginning of tho contest would 
bo aouuded, tho gradual filling up of tho 
seata on tho floor and in tho galleriea made 
it evident that the fight waa to go on and 
the public would watoh it through. Many 
members of the House were present. The 
galleries did not contain an unoccupied 
seat, and in the doorways a mass of hum- 
anity clamored for, admission. The silver 
men bad considerable advantage over their 
opponents, and they were free to admit 
their pleasure over the coiiditiona. Wbile 
they can rest in committee rooms and lob- 
bies, leaving only on guard one apeaker and 
Duboia to aeo that a quorum ia present, it ia 
obligatory on tho friends of repeal to remain 
in their places. 

Tho night session was a peculiar one. 
Senator Allen, of Nebraska, took the lliior 
at 5:15 in the afternoon and without any in- 
terruption, excepting euch as was purely 
incidental, held tlio floor all night. Ho 
proved himself an ablo nnd indefatigabh 
talker; at no timo did his voico fail him 
and even',when tho olerk was calling the roll 
^•v secure a (juorum, ho stood erect and ready 
to proceed with hia remarks. Not for one 
moment did ho falter or loae his self-posse 
siou, or show that ho waa talking against 
timo. He didn't wait for an instant, but with 
great vigor expounded hia financial views 
Although he waa talking against time 
he waa listened to with attention by tho 
.Senators present. During tho early part of 
the evening tho galleries were packed to 
repletion and they remained ao until two 
o'clock. Then they began to lose their 
occupants, but several hundred persona 
remained, including two ladies who had 
been in the gallery since ten o'clock. The 
freshest man on the floor was Mr. Allen. 
Mr. Voorhees waa ntterly worn out ; ho 
would occasionally take a book in his hand, 
his bead would Boon fall upon his chest and 
his eyea would close in slumber. Other 
Senators who desired to rsfresh themselves 
with aleep retired to comfortable lounges in 
tho clerk's room, but Mr. '^oorheea, in 
attending to hia duty was compelled to 
rem lin in tho hall without rest. 

ProtMbly never before in tho life of the 
United States legialaturo was there scon 
such an exhibition of physical endurance as 
that shown by Senator Allen. He con- 
cluded his speech on the stroke of eight 
o'clock, having thus been on the lloor llij 
hours. U"ri"g the timo no OoaaslohttUy 
sipped frotn a eup of tea, but this was his 
only nourishment. When he finished his 
eyes were as clear, his voice as strong and 
his gestures as vigorous as when he took 
the floor. His respites were few, when ho 
sent to the clerk to have read certain ex- 
ceptions, but even then he remained upon 
his feet without the slightest evidence of 
fatigue.

Arrangements at Toulou to Honor 
ibe Yisitiugr Bussiau 
Fleet. 



Elaborate Demonstration — General 
Sympatby With the Movement 
in the Republic. 

Tori.o.v, Oct. 12. — Tho decorations were 
finished thia evening. The finest Ep3otaclo 
ia to bo seen at the Palace d'Armea, the 
largest open space in tho town and entrance 
to the Prefecture Maritime. On one aide, 
the square is draped in scarlet plush, edged 
with gold fringe. The court of Iionor and 
tho facade fronting the Palaoo d'Armes, are 
illuminated by electric lights, Tho Rue 
Lafayette, tho Ruo St, Rooho and some ten 
other important streets are decorated with 
lines of colored lanterns, which will be 
lighted to iDorrow evening. Tricolors and 
Russian colois fUunt from all tho buildings, 
wound round the lamp posts, and form the 
buokground of every window, Tho poor 
parts of the city are hardly leea gorgeous 
than the fashionable streets. They show 
bunting in profusion, tricolor lanterns and 
many portraits of the Czir aurrounded by 
tho combined colors of France and Russia. 
There is not an alley without its flag and 
Itvnterns. The Place de la Liberie, in which 
the bitilu of flowers will take place, ia a 
niiignillcent place. The double rows of palm 
trees are hung with lanterns, streamers and 
trnphica. In front of the statue, erected in 
18S0, to commemorate the centennial of the 
Republic, a dais laid with gold plueh haa 
been raised under a canopy < f flags and 
attiudards and French and Russian coats of 
arms. Tho canopied dais will bo tho coutr 
of the fiowor carnival. 

An imnienHo triumphal arch haa been 
erected opjjosito tho City Hall and directly 
in front of tho quay wliero tho Russian olli 
Cera will enter tho town. The city hall ia 
a blaza of light and colors. Tho decora 
tiona of the interior have been rnude with 
out regard to expense. All tho rooma to b( 
used in enttrtaining the Russians have been 
furnished with royal splendor and luxury. 
Tens of thousands have arrived hero to-day. 
To-night many streets ato do crowded that 
many vehicles havo been forbidden in them. 
The quays near tho City Hall arc inncceBS- 
iblo and the pedestrian must fight hie way 
across tho open apacea. Proprietors of lodg 
inga are having uu enormous busiueas. They 
charge 120 francs a day for the smallest 
rooms. For comfortable quartera tho price 
is SO or 100 francs. Tha dolegatca from 
the Russian embassy in Paris arrived 
here thij afternoon. Among them M. 
do Giors, and other foreign ministers. They 
were welcomed enthuaiasliciiUy at the 
station by tho people, and wore cheered in- 
cessantly as they drove to the docks. They 
went oat on a steam yacht to visit the 
French squadron already at anchor here 
and then drove around the port. They 
found both the active and reserve 
Mediterranean squadrons of France, 
more that fifty warships, besides 
torpedo boats ready to receive the 
Russian fleet. More than 10,000 marines 
are aboard thsso vessels. 

In the last three days presents for the 
RuBsian sailors have been received hourly 
at the City hall. Tho mayor announced 
this evening in the newspapers that he now 
has ready for tho crows of tho Russian fleet 
more than 1,000 packets of cigarettea, in- 
numerable cheeses, and biscuit, and dozens 
of cases of brandy and cliampjgno. 
Admiral Reqnier, Minister of Marine, 
who came to town thia morning, is holding 
a recoptien of civil and military officials ul 
tho prefeoturn maritime. Tho streets will 
havo a brilliant appearance if all ihe pro- 
jects for their beautifying be realized. Tho 
mnnicipal authorities have decided to decor- 
ate all the street lamps with the French and 
Russian colors. The stage device used in 
productions of Die Walkuere will be em- 
ployed to illuminate the Trocadero. A 
cloud of steam will be produced between 
the two wings of tho building and 
on thia cloud will be projected by powerful 
electric lanterna, the French and Russian 
colors. A yacht club is arranging for a 
splendid river fete at Bittancourt. Ten 
extra telegraph lines have been laid be- 
tween Paria and Toulon. Tlie lligship of 
tho Russian sqiiadroa at Toulon will bo con- 
nected with tho at. Petersburg by a aub 
marine cable. All tho FchooU and college; 
in the department of the Seine will celebrate 
Snturd:iy and Monday aa holidays. Presi- 
dent Cirnot has issued cards for a ball and 
b;in(|uet at tho Klysee on Mondiy. Tho 
Rusaluu ofiicprs will be IcciUy lodged nt 
the Military club. Tho display of lireworUa 
will bo unprecedented. Fifteen thousand 
rockets will bo set off in one evening. Th 
centre of the display will be the Kill'el 
tower. Tho finest piece of all will repre- 
sent a colonnade seventy- Cvo feet long aur 
mounted by tho tutelary genius of Peace 
waving tho French and Ruasinn 11 igs 
Haron Mohrenheim, Russian and)agsador, 
has accepted invitations to the Champs do 
Mara and Hotel do Villo banquets. 

LoNDO.v, Oct. 1.'!. — The Paris correspond 
cut of the 'i'imes telegraphs: "Natives of 
Alsace-Lorraine, who have settled in France, 
have sent an address of welcome to be pre 
cented to Admiral Avolon, of tho Russian 
E(|uadron, They describe themselves in the 
address as living in meditation, hoping for 
hotter days. The Oovernmont has placed 
250 beds in the Toulon barracks nt tho dia 
poaalof the town authorities. It is novor 
thelesB certain that many persona will bo 
compelled to sleep in the open air.

A NATIONALIST, RETIRES. 

He ComplalDB That the Policy of the Party 
is Now Directed By Intrleuers. 

London, Oct. 12.— John Barry, Natl&nal- 
Ut M,P. for the south diviaioh of Wexford, 

has announced in a long letter to tho socro- 
tiry of the county convention that ho will 
retire from Parliament, Ho complains 
that tho policy of his party is 
now directed by individuals in- 
triguing in secret. They, ho saya, 
are mainly responsible for the mistakes of 
tho past. " Tho horror of the country for 
dissensions and tho nocespity of unity," Mr. 
Barry continues, " has beon used as a lover 
by men of small discretion and great self- 
confidence to stifle public judgment and 
aecure immunity from criticism for their 
schemes. While such a regime continues, 
supported as it is by captured and emascu- 
lated newpapers, I prefer to work outside 
of Parliament." 



MEDliEVAL METHODS. 

Knglish Frees Opinions on Protracted SessloiiB 
of Congress. 

London, O^t. 12. — Tho Times, comment- 
ing on tho action in the United States' Sen- 
ate to prevent tho repeal of tho silver bill 
by a resort to oonlinuons sessions, aays: 
" The detormiuing of an economic question 
by an appeal to physical endurance is little 
removed from the inodiueval ordeal of battle, 
yet this old world remedy is being applied 
in tho centre of the most essentially modern 
form of government." 

Tho Standard says. "The silver party's 
tactics are not very democratic. They 
would have very hard names applied to 
them hero." 

Tho Daily Telegraph characterizes tho 
proceedings as reducing legislation to an 
absurdity. 

The Daily Chronicle says: "Tho spectnclo 
is ludicrous and contemptible. If physical 
endurance is to be the legislative court of 
appeal, communities will have to get them- 
aelvea represented by alhlotea." 

TO STAY CHOLERA. 

Tho iiuUaii Grants Money to Build and Slain- 
tain a Hospital for Pilgrims 
to Mecca. 

"CoN.sTAKTisoPLK, Oct. 12.— The Sultan 
haa assigned a fnnd of £30,000 to build a 

hosiiital in El Hejas, on the Red Soa, Tho 
hospital is to aocommodoto 0,000 persons 
and to bo open to pilgrims of all nationali- 
ties. His purpojo is to repress tho cholera 
among the pilgrims to Mecca. Ho hinjself 
will defray tho running expenses of the hoa 
pital. 

GOLD BOND ISSUE. 



Report That the President Is Gettinir 
Ready to Double the ttold 
Reserve. 



COnflrmatury Cables from France— 
Energretie Denials by Secretaiy of 
the Treasury Carlisle. 



Wa.shinoto.s', Oct. 10. — Cables from 
Franco and tho presenco of Now York fin- 
anciers in Washington shed a strong light 
on tho Administration's financial policy. 
President Clevelaqd i^ gjtting Tee,iy for an 
issue of bonds. It will be denied he is do- 
ling this, because he anticipates signing a 
compromise silver bill with a promise in it. 
He might even veto such a measure, and 
then go ahead and arrange for a bond issue 
under authority which the Treasury De« 
partment already possesses. But tho bonds 
are coming. 

A Paris cablegram stales that tho United 
States is seeking to arrange for placing 
§100,000,000 gold bonds abroad. A denial 
is made in oiBoial circles here, just as was 
done two weeks ago when a Paris cable- 
gram said an issue of $50,000,000 nas being 
arranged. The financial purse of Europe 
is being felt by experienced financiers and 
result made known to the Administration. 
J. Piorpont Morgan, of Drexel, Morgan & 
Co , left for New York to night after con- 
ferences with Secietarica Garlislo and 
Gresham, and possibly President Cleveland 
himself. Mr. Morgan's firm has helped 
flout former issuea of bonds by the United 
States. If auch a course had been deemed 
necessary under the Harrison administra- 
tion, it was known that Mr. Morgan would 
havi; been entruated with tho work. That 
his firm enjiya the confidence of tho present 
adiniuistration ia also well known, and that 
it has been feeling tho pulses of Kuropean 
money contrea ia no accret. 

It ia posaible tho lielmouts, as ogenta of 
tho Rothschilds, also will have a hand in 
whatever ia done, thougli Blackburn do 
nounced them iu the Senate t he other day 
on information which could have como only 
from Secretary Carlisle himself for trying 
to coerce tho Treaeury into the bond issue. 

Ex Diroclor Leech, of tho Mint, haa gone 
to Now York. Mr. Leech ia an ofiicer in 
tho bank eatabliahod by \V. C. Whitney 
and other capitaliats, who may naturally bo 
expected to havo some influence with tho 
Acindnistration. 

The chief significanco, however, attaches 
to Banker Morgan's interviews with the 
Cabinet officers. Ho goes back to Now 
York knowing that Secretary Carlisle has 
been given terms of a compromise which tho 
anti-sTlver leaders in the Senate declare is 
tho best that can be done for the Adminis 
tration in the way of a compromise on silver 
legislation. 

Tills is, in substance, to continue the pur 
chasu of 2,000,000 ounces of silver per month 
for three years, and to authorize bonds for 
tho nurpoHO of increuaing the gold reserve 
up to §200,000 000. Silver men m'\y insist 
that the amount purchased be 2,'.')00,000 
ounces a month. If they do, they will con- 
sent to a proviflifui permitting National 
biinks to issuo circulation up to tho pur 
vidue of tlieir binids. 

A bill lor this purpose was rc))ortcd by 
Cliairman Voorheea from tho Finunoo Com- 
inittco early in the sesaioo, buti waa aide- 
tracked to push the propoaition now before 
tlu! Senate. 

President Cleveland may repudiate tho 
propoaed comproraiiie, and may even reel; to 
head it oil' by announcing that he will pro- 
vide for bonds under tho authority ho 
already hoa. Tho probability of such a 
oourso can bo judged from Secretary Car- 
lialo'a familiarity with all oompromieo pro- 
positions that ure now awaiting adjustment, 
and also from tho cmphatio denial which 
tho Secretary gave to tho Paris story. 
The frpqucnb and boastful declaration 
of Mr, Carlisle that no bonds would be 
isBued by this Administration has no bear- 
ing on the situation.

Figures Furnished by Poor's JIauunl. 

The San rranoisco Chronicle commenting 
on tho fifth statistical report of the Inter- 
Btuto Commerce Commission, just sub- 
mitted, Buys it containa a great deal of in- 
tereatiug information concerning tho enor- 
mous railroad industry of the United Statea. 
It ia safe to say that none except, the alu- 
denta of Poor's Manual or aomo auch pub- 
lication have au aiieijuate idea of the ex- 
tent of tho railways in the United Statea 
or tho amount of capital invested in them. 
On tho ;iOth day of June, 1S92, there 
were 171,5(ili nuloa of railway in thia coun- 
try, employing in their active operations 
.').■{, I.'IO locomotivRs and l,'2ir),092 cars. Tho 
total number of eniployea waa 821, -11.") and 
tho total number of passengers carried dur- 
ing tho year ending Juno ."iOth, was 500,958, • 
211, which would show, on tho doctrine of 
averaBoa, that every man, woman and ohild 
in tho United Statta had ridden on tho cara 
about 8 G-10 times during the year. The 
freight train nnileage was 485,402,309. 

An intereatiog phase of this report is that 
which relates to the money invested in rail- 
roada and the earnings of the roads. The 
capitalization of 162 387 miles covered by 
tho report waa 810,226,748,134, of which 
$1,0:!.'!, lOS.TC! waa represented by stouka 
and Sa.O.-.I^OIIS.OuO by funded debts. On 
thia investment of over 810,000,000 tho net 
earnings were §390,409, ,'il7, but it ia to bo 
observed that in addition tho income of rail- 
ways from investnientfl, presumably in lands, 
amounted to Ji ll, ')(!(), 782, maldnt,' tho not 
income from ull aourcea, $,"132,370, 1 29, Tho 
neb income available for dividenda was 
§115,90,5,191.
